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THE BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 


The Queen’s Speech atthe Opening Te-Day 
—A Large Attendance. . 


Lovpox, February 9.—Pariiament assembled 
to-day. The Queen's speech opening the ses- 
sion was read by the Royal Commission. It is 
as follows: a ‘ 

ux LorDs a GENTLEMEN—I continue to 
receive from all the Powers cordial assurances 
of friendly sentiments as well as of an 
earnest desire to maintain the peace 
of the world, My officers, in con- 
junction with those of the Emperor. 
of Russia, have completed the demarcation of 
the Afghanistan boundary in conformity with 
the terms of the convention of 1887. I trust 
the work thus concluded may tend to remove 
the possibility of a misunderstanding between 
the two Powers regarding their Asian posses- 
sions. 

THE ABYSSINIAN WAR. 

‘‘ Animated by a desire to prevent an effusion 
of blood, I dispatched a mission to the King 
of Abyssinia with the hope of dissuading 
him from engaging in a war with Italy. 
I deeply regret that my efforts were not suc- 
cessful. The deliberations of the conference 
at Washington to adjust questions 
which have arisen between Canada and 
America are still progressing. The negotia- 
tions commenced in 18 in respect to 
the regulation of the Suez Canal have 
been brought to a conclusion so far 
as the points of difference between 
myself and the French Republic are con- 
cerned. Ihavealso entered into an agree- 
ment with France for the protection of life 
and property inthe New Hebrides by a joint 
naval commission. 

The conference of delegates from the Pow- 
ers interested in the sugar industry summoned 
to meet in London in the autumn to consider 
the possibility of ending th injurious system 
of bounties has made considerable progress 
towards the conclusion of a satisfactory 
arrangement. 

‘‘GENTLEMEN OF THE HOUSE OF COMMONS— 
The estimates for service for 1888 which will 
be laid before you have been framed with a 
due regard for economy. You will be asked 
to provide for the improvement of the 
defense of the ports and coaling 
stations rendered urgently necessary 
by the advance of military science, and also te 
sanction an arrangement providing for a 


special quadron to protect Australian com- 


merce, the cost of which will be partially 
borne by the colonies. 
IRELAND. 

„Mx LORDS AND GFNTLEMEN—The measures 
which at great labor you passed last session 
tor the benefit of Ireland have been carefully 
carried into effect during the period since 
elapsed. The result of this legislation 
so far as tested by this short 
experience is satisfactory. Agrarian crime 
has diminished and the power of coercive con- 
spiracies has sensibly abated. Measures tend- 
ing to develop the resources of Ireland and to 
facilitate an increase in the number of 


proprietors of the soil will be laid before you. 


LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 

Tour attention will be invited to the sub- 
ject of local gevernment in England. Meas- 
ures will be submitted for dealing with itin 
combination with proposals for adjusting the 
relations between local and imperial finance 
and for mitigating the burdens imposed upon 
rate-payers. 

The prospects of commerce are more hope- 
ful than any which I have been able to point 
to in many years. Ideeply regret that there 
has been no corresponding improvement ob- 
servable in the condition of agricultare. 
Icommend the interests of that great indus- 
try to your attentive care, hoping that means 
may be discovered to enable it to meet more 
effectively the difficulties under which it 
labors. Teu will be invited to con- 
sider legislative proposals for cheapen- 
ing the transfer of land; for modifying the 
procedure by which the tithe rent charge is 
collected for promoting technical education; 


tor preventing undue preferences in rates 


charged by railway companies on foreign and 


cases of accident; for improving the position 
of Scottish universities; for regulating the 
borough police of Scotland, and for diminish- 
ing the cost of private bill legislation.

The speech was read with the usual formal - 
ity. The houses then adjourned until 4 p. m.

The Parnéllite members of the House of 
Commons held a meeting this morning and 
expressed sympathy for the sufferers 
under the crimes act, and extended 
their thanks to their English supporters.

Parnell and the other officers were re-elected. 


Phe meeting adjourned until after the reading 


of the Queen’s speech, opening the session of 
Parliament, when the course of action to be 
followed by the Parnellites will be resolved 


upon. 
AMERICA THANKED. 

The meeting adopted a resolution thanking 
America for its generous support and praying 
for its continuance as one of the most import- 
ant factors in bringing the struggle in Ireland 
to a close. 

SEARCHING FOR DYNAMITERS. 

A large crowd gathered outside the Parlia- 
ment houses this morning, drawn thither by 
the opening of the session. Everything was 
quiet. The Beef-eaters made the usual search 
in the vaults beneath the houses of Parliament, 
but it did not reveal the presence of any 


dynamiters. 
PERKINS GOES HOME.

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GLADSTONE’S RETURN. 


The Reusing Welcome Given the Liberal 
Leader in London. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, February 9.—Mr. Gladstone gota 
rousing welcome home last night. Ten thou- 
sand men and women crowded the Strand 
and blocked the approaches of the Charing 
Cross Railway station to greet him. There 
would have been 100,000 present if the Liberal 
leaders had given any publicity concerning 
the time at which the grand old man was ex- 
pected. It was a truly spontaneous and popu- 
lar reception accorded to the ‘‘People’s Will- 
lam. The democratic appearance of the 
crowd recalled in forcible contrast the prim- 
rose decked gathering of aristocrats that met 
‘*Dizzy’’ on his home coming from the Berlin 
Congress just ten years ago. As Mr. Gladstone 
stepped from the railway carriage and lifted 
his hat in response tothe criesofthe multi- 
tude , he looked the living image of the late 
Horatio Seymour. The physical resemblance 
ofthe men is remarkable. Mr. Gladstone has 
grown quite fat while away. Ihave never 
seen bim looking better. His face was 
bronzed, his eyes clear and sparkling with 
health. The drawn appearance about the face 
which was noticeable towards the ends of the 
last session has been chased away by the soft 
breezes of Florence and the Riviera. I stood 
by him as he stepped onto the platform and 
remarked, Lou are looking very well. 

‘*YES, I FEEL WELL, VERY WILL.“ 

Mrs. Gladstone was laden with gifts of flow- 
ers. As they drove away the great railway 
station rang with cheers which were caught 
up by the throng in the Strand, and which fol- 
lowed them out of sight. Mrs. Garfield and 
her son Jimmy were among the Americans in 
the crowd. The daughters of Mr. Bradlaugh 
threw loose flowers atthe carriage. It wasa 
grand home coming. One hour before Mr. 
Gladstone’s remarkable reception, Lord 
Hartington arrived at the same station. No 
one was there to grasp him by the hand and 
not one in the throng showed a sign of recog- 
nition. The Liberai-Unionist leader got into 
his brougham and drove away without a sin- 
gie cheer. 

The late trains last night brought 
in nearly all the prominent Irish “mem- 
bers ready for the opening of Parliament 
to-morrow. Mr. Gladstone landed at Dover 
at 4:55 o’clock this afternoon. He received a 
most enthusiastic greeting from the large 
crowd that had gathered to meet him on the 
pier. On the way from Dover the train 
stopped at Horn Cliff, where Mr.Gladstone was 
presented with an address. In the course of 
his reply he said that in neither Europe nor 
America could be seen such a painful spec- 
tacle as was observable in England—the spec- 
tacle of one nation holding down another by 
force. Russia would be ashamed to say of 
Finland what Englishmen were not ashamed 
to say of Ireland, namely, that 32, 000, 000 of 
people were afraid of 56,000,000. Southern 
England alone, he said, created the anti-home 
rule majority. The train didnot stop during 
the remainder of the journey. 
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LORD DUFFERIN’S RESIGNATION, 


Lansdewne’s Appointment as Governor- 
General Regarded as a Rash Step. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, February 9.—Lord Dufferin’s resig- 
nation as Viceroy of India comesasa surprise 
to everybody here. His action has nothing to 
do with politics and is dictated solely on per- 
sonal and family considerations. The appoint- 
ment of Latidsdowne to succeed him is 
thought in some quarters rather a rash step. 
He owed his appointment to Canada solely to 
the fact that he was a strong supporter in Par- 
liament of the interests of landlords in En- 
glish politics. The only thing he ever did to 
distinguish himself was to resign a subordi- 
nate office under Gladstone because he disap- 
proved of a very moderate measure in the in- 
terest of tenants known as the compensation 
for disturbance bill. 


. LORD STANLEY PRESTON, 

the new Governor-General of Canada is also 
rather a nonentity in politics, either as 
speaker or adminuistrator, although personally 
popular. He is far more popular indeed, than 
his brother, the Earl of Derby, to whose 
earldom he will some day succeed. The pres- 
ence of Stanley the Cabinet gave a little 
strength to the vernment. Hence he is

GLADSTONE’S RETURN.

MUCH SPECULATION. 

There ts already much speculation about the 
meaning of the urgent whip sent to the Gov- 
ernment supporters to be in their places. One 
Tory organ alleges that the Government 
propose to ask Parliament to declare that 
no man who has been imprisoned shall 
sit in the House, a proceeding which 
already in the bresent state of 
things would disqualify about six representa- 
tives of Ireland. This is probably a case of 
the wish being father to the thought. The 
real meaning of the anxiety of the Govern- 
ment to have a majority every first day of the 
opening of Parliament is the cause. The Irish 
members threaten to bring forward the im- 
prisonment of their colleagues as a matter of 
privilege. The Queen's speech, as usual, af- 
fords little indication of the Government's in- 
tentions. The reference to the fishery confer- 
ence at Washington is very slight. 

THE GERMAN CROWN PRINCE. 

The latest accounts ot the condition of the 
Crown Prince of Germany are very alarming. 
There is no doubt that an operation for trach- 
eotomy will be decided on to prevent suffoca- 
tion, which is otherwise imminent. The 
Queen and other members of the English royal 
family are much concerned.

“COUSIN BEN.“ 


The American Consul at Sheffleld Makes a 
Hit at a Banquet. 


Special Cablegram te the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, February 9.—Mrs. Cleveland’s 
Cousin Ben’’ has been called upon to come 
to the defense of his country, and carried the 
day. A big banquet of Free Masons took place 
here Tuesday night, and Cousin Ben“ was 
asked to come on from Sheffield in order to 
respond to the toast of the American Ma- 
sons. The conviction of the dynamiters last 
week set afloat a good deal of animation against 
**dynamiters from America, which is sure to 
come to the surface when a large body of 
men get together to make speeches. ‘‘Cousin 
Ben’’ showed a good deal of tact in 
observing at the outset of his speech that not 
one of the dynamite plotters or Anarchists 
was a Mason, and followed up by enumerating 
men prominent in American history who were 
members of the Masonic fraternity. The 
young Consul from Sheffield made a 
friend of every man in the hall and 
was loudly cheered. ‘‘Cousin Ben’’ was the 
particular guest of the Savage Club Lodge of 
Free Masons on the occasion, and said that he 
only once before had been entertained by sav- 
ages, adding that that was in Arizona and that 
they had chased him nine miles.

PRINCE WILLIAM’S SPEECH. 

BERLIN, February 9.—In the course of a 
speech at the Brandenburg dinner, Prince 
William of Prussia, heir presumptive to the Ger- 
man crown,said: ‘‘I know that a section of the 
public, especially a section abroad, imputes 
to me a careless and thoughtless longing for 
war for the sake of glory. God preserve 


me from such criminal giddiness. 
I repudiate all such accusations with 
horror. I am a soldier. ‘All the 


Brandenburgers are soldiers. I conclade with 
the words uttered by Prince Bismarck on Mon- 
day in the Reichstag, which showed the grand 
spectacle of popular representation going 
locked hand in hand with the Government. I 
adapt to Brandenburg the sentence: ‘We 
Brandenburgers only fear God, and nothing 
else in this world.. 
THE ANTI-SOCIALIST BILL. 

The Budget Committee has rejected the 
clause of the anti-Socialist bill relative to the 
exp atriation of Socialist leaders. 

THE MILITARY LOAN BILL. 

The Reichstag to-day passed the military 
loan bill without debate. Only three mem- 
bers, Social Democrats, opposed the measure.

RENDERED TO THE CITY FOR CARRIAGE 
IRI BY THE DELEGATES. 


Hew Mesers. Lauman and Walker Do a com- 
mission Business in the Livery Line and 
Prove to Be Delegates Spelbrink and 
Wand in Disguise and How the Livery 
Stable-Keeping Delegates Send Them- 
selves Home in Their Own Carriages and 
Approve of the Bills Charging the Ex- 
penses to the City—A Shrewd Scheme by 
Which Members of the Lower House 
Dodge a Charter Provision. 


Two bills for the hire of carriages by the 
House of Delegates are awaiting the approval 
of the House. One is rendered by Jas. V. 
Walker and the other by Louis F. Lauman. 
They are ‘for $20 each. Neither is made out 
on a bill-head and neither has a very 
business-like appearance. Sergeant-at-Arms 
Brady of the House, who executed the order of 
the House, was not at the City Hall to-day to 
state where he sent the order for the carriages 
when instructed by the House to secure the 
vehicles. Neither of the gentlemen rendering 
the bills have given their addresses with the 
accounts. Altogether there seems to be 
considerable mystery about the transaction. 
President R. R. Scott of the St. Louis Livery- 
stable Keepers’ Association states that there 
is no liveryman or hackman in St. Louis 
named Louis Lauman or J. V. Walker.“ 

Acall at the office of the City Collector 
brought to light the fact that no carriage 
license has been issued in either name. 

Clerk Barrett of the House of Delegates was 


applied to and said: ‘‘I have two bills, one 
rendered by Mr. Louis F. Lauman and one by 
Mr. James V. Walker. They will be submitted 
to the House, and when approved will be at- 
tested by the Clerk and forwarded to the City 
Auditor, where the payment will be made. 
80 I will have no occasion to see either of the 


parties. 

„„Is this proceeding legal?“ 

**Yes. t certainly is legal. The House, 
by an ordinance passed, is empowered to 
order supplies even independent of the Com- 
missioner of Supplies, and the Auditor will 
approve the bills. As far as these carriages 
are concerned they were ordered by the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms in obedience toa resolution 
passed by the House. I don’t know from 
whom.’’ 

The city directory gives the following ad- 
dresses and occupations to the gentiemen who 
rendered the bills: 

Lauman, Louis F., collector,r. 1429 Frank- 
lin avenue. 

Walker, J. V., foreman, r. northwest cor- 
ner Elm and Seventh streets. 

Neither ofthe gentlemen are in the livery 
business though they seem tobe successful 
competitors of Bohle, who furnishes the car- 
riages to the Council, but who has no trade 
in the House. Further inquiry developed the 
fact that Louis F. Lauman isa brother-in-law 
of Delegate Louis F. Spelbrink, from whose 
stable at 1319 Franklin avenue the carriages 
charged for by Lanman came to take the 
Delegates home. James V. Walker, described 
in the directory as ‘‘foreman,’’ is employed in 
Delegate Tom Wand’s stable at Sixth and 
Clark avenue. Other carriages were furnished 
and driven by jenus frequently seen at the 
livery stable of Delegate Pat Monahan at 
Seventh and Wash streets, and at Delegate 
John Olark’s stable on Clark avenue. 
No bills have yet been presented for these 
carriages. The explanation for all this

I think there 
is no violation in Councilman Ganahl 
selling the city a bill of lumber or Council- 
man Frank selling, a bill of goods to the city, 
provided they sell at aslowor lower figures 
than the next person. This isan expenditure, 
you must understand, with the approval of 
which I have nothing to do and which I am 
not called to pass upon. When the Assembly 
approves of a bill that settles it I have nothing 
to say about it. ; 

The intent of this mode of proceeding is ap- 
parently to avoid the prohibition of the city 
charter. By the Delegates hiring the car- 
riages to friends and employes and of the liv- 
ery and they hiring to the city the violation is 
supposed to be avoided. The custom is a bad 
one, as it leaves itin the power of the mem- 
bers of the House to create a de- 
mand for carriages whenever busi- 
mess is dull with their associates 
who happen to be in the livery stable busi- 
ness. Such a spectacle as Mr. Wand or Mr. 
Spelbrink, for instanee, moving that the 
members of the House go home in 34 
provided by Mr. Wand or Mr. Spelbrink at the 
city’s expense, and of Mr. Wand and Mr. 
Spelbrink subsequently sitting in the House to 
vote their approval of the bills ren- 
dered dy themselves for taking them- 
selves home in their own carriages 
would not meet with the approval 
of fault-finding tax payers who have elected 
these gentiemen to the places they now hold. 
The livery-stable keeping members of the 
House of Delegates have as high a regard fur 
the Charter as their non-liverystable-keeping 
associates as evidenced by the pains taken to 
avoid the violation of its prohibitions when 
the conflict with the interests of stable 
business.

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A SENSATIONAL CASE, 


The Great Howard Libel Suit in Court at 
Jackson, Tenn. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPatcn. 

JACKSON, Tenn., February 9.—The great 
libel suit of Rev. Frederick Howard against 
sixteen leading members ofthe First Baptist 
Church of this city and several newspapers of 
the State was called inthe Circuit Court this 
morning, and was continued until the May 
term on applications of the defendants. 


The affidavit for continuance embraces 
twenty-seven pages, and reviews at length 
the leading points involved in the case. The 
main point made by the defendants is that 
Howard is a myth, and that his true name is 
Howlett, under which name he enlisted in the 
United States navy on the man-of-war 
Tigress in 47 1873, and deserted in Novem- 
ber. A book has been found in the possession 
of Mrs. McCarty in Georgia, who is the same 
woman that Howard eloped with under the 
name of Mrs. Brown, in South Carolina, in 
1874, which’ bears the inscription on the 
fly leaf, ‘‘John Howlett, his son, Frederick 
Howlett.’’ They expect to show at the next 
term that Howlett is his true name, and 
f this fact is established the _ auit 
falis to the ground. The affidavit 
also charges that the plaintiff’s London 
witnesses are all fictitious and that these dep- 
ositions are manufactured by a confederate of 
Howard’sin London. This is one of the most 
sensational lawsuits that has ever occurred in 
the South. It is one of those cases which has 
arrayed father against son, son against father 
and friends of long standing against friends. 
The deepest and most intense feeling prevaiis 
and before the suit is closed it may culminate 
in the shedding of blood. 


A MEXICAN SENSATION. 


The Alleged Plot to Assassinate Gen. Igna. 
cio Martinez.

BROWNSVILLE, Tex., February 9.—A sensa- 
tional report is being circulated here in refer- 
ence to the recently discovered attempt to 
assassinate Gen. Ignacio Martinez, the Mexi- 
can revolutionist, who ts in exile here. It is 
reported that the Major of Artillery who re- 
cently went to Matamoras to inspect the battery 
there was sent from the Capital with express 


instructions to secure the assassination of 
Martinez, that the two men arrested here 
Sunday, Florencio Marin and Diego Rodri- 
guez, who are deserters from the Mexican 
army were given their liberty and promised a 
sum of money if they would do the 
deed and that they, with another accomplice, 
who escaped to the other side of the river, 
concocted the plan to kill the General. 
They wrote letters to him to try 
and gain admittance as servants 
to his house and as an outside speculation 
tried to get money from some of Martinez’ 
personal enemies for doing the deed. Oneof 
these, Don Antonio Caceres, sent the letter of 
Marin to Gen. Martinez, by which means the plot 
was discovered and the men arrested. Marin 
and Roderiguez are in the County Jail bere 
awaiting trialin default of $500 and $250 bail, 
respectively.

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“STRUCK OIL. 


A Sr. LOUIS COMPANY’S LUCK IN INDIAN 
TERRITORY, 


Valuable Petroleum Find Near Atoka, I. T. 
—Exclusive Franchises Under Which the 
Search Was Prosecuted — Enriched St. 
Louisans — History of the Indications— 
Log of the Work—Computing the Profit. 


In the Post-DisPatou of last evening was a 
tqo-line telegram from Lehigh, Indian Terri- 
tory, to the effect that oil had been struck 
in the well sunk by the National 
Oil Trust Company, nine miles from Lehigh, 
and the well was producing a barrel 
per hour. This telegram was the 
first intimation recelved in this city 
of a good oil strike at the well, and, as it 
is being sunk by a company of St. Louis capl- 
talists they were somewhat mystified by it and 
altogether elated. The National Oil Trust Com- 
pany was formed to use an exclusive fran- 
chise obtained by H. W. Faucett of Titusville, 
Pa. This franchise permits the company to 
dig oil wells on any part of the Cherokee and 
Choctaw Nations’ land, it being conditioned 
that a certain royalty shall be. paid into 
the treasuries of these nations on all 


the oll produced. Faucett is an ofl man of 
experience and he was convinced from surface 
indications that petroleum in paying 9 
could be secured in the Territory. © gen-

This spot was selected 
after a thorough examination of the country, 
and the officers of the company now believe 
that the initial strike of a series which shall 
make them wealthy has justified their ex- 
pectations. 
HISTORY OF THE INDICATIONS. 

Previous to the war one Ross, a brother of 
the old Chief, Lewis Ross, was producing 
saltatthe Grand Saline on the Grand River, 
and desiring to increase the production he 
sank a well 700 feet. Hestrucka vein of oil 
which flowed ten barrels a day for 
nearly a Fear, when the pressure 
of gas failed to support the Aolume of water, 
in other parts of the Territory there have 
been found outcroppings of fine green oil on 
the surface of springs and streams.

Tnese fran- 
chises pay aroyalty of 5 per cent to the Cher- 
okee and Choctaw treasuries and 5 per cent to 
the Cherokee and Choctaw Petroleum Com- 
panies, to whom the charters were granted. 

LOG OF THE WELL. 

be rig for drilling the well on the Boggy 
wasupand work was commenced on Thurs- 
day, October 31. The log of the well shows 
the first 82 feet was mostiv through 
slate, and then until November 8 
the drill was in mud, though 
progress was made. The cable was broken on 
November 8th for the fifth time, but on No- 
vember 9th the log shows the work going on. 
That day twenty-eight feet were drilled and a 
change was shown to sand and slate. 
From November Ilith to 17th 101 feet 
were drilled through blue slate. Brown 
sand was met on November 18, and on the 19th 
the cable broke. Work was suspended untila 
new cable could be secured, and on December 
14 work was resumed, thirty feet being drilhed 
through slate. On November 15 0

the first oil-bearing sand. The sand-rock was 
sixty feet thick. On December 29 an accident 
compelled a shut-down, but work was re- 
sumed on January 2. Between January 4 
and 7 the drill was again idle, 
but on the 9th, at a depth of 833 feet, 
the ‘‘Big Indian’’ or principal oil-bearing 
strata was struck. The same day salt water 
began to enter the well. Drilling was contin- 
ued, though the salt water filled the well, 
until > ae * 19, when an oil crevice 
was struck. he drill was put down nine feet 
farther, but the sand began changing and 
drilling was stopped at 986 feet. The men 
were set to work bailing the water out. 

A LETTER 

was received by Secretary Hynes on February 
3 from Faucett to the effect that reaming out 
the well to increase its diameter from 5% inches 
to 8 inches had progressed for 440 
feet. Faucett had ordered casing from Neosho, 
which would be’ shipped on Monday of this 
week. He expected the reaming out would be 
completed by that time, and the casing would 
be immediately sunk. 

Mr. Hynes, the Secretary, said this morning: 
The flow was probably caused by the ream- 
ing out, the oil deposit being further opened, 
and the flow forcing itself through the water. 
When drilling stopped the men took the oil off 
the water by the bucketful.’’ 

President Adams says: ‘‘If the strike is con- 
firmed we will begin the construction of tanks 
and a pipe line. There is an immense ter- 
ritory .west of the Mississippi requiring 
petroleum, and our oil well will be better than 
a gold mine. There will be other wells sunk 
immediately. We have one rig in position 
now at Alum Bluff, on the Illinois River, Going 
Snake District, Cherokee Nation.’’ N

Be it enacted, etc. That the Secretary of 
the Treasury is hereby authorized to apply the 
surplus money now in the Treasury and not 
otherwise appropriated or so much thereof as 
he may consider proper to the purchase or 
redemption of United States bonds.“ 

Mr. Breckenridge’s bill, which was laid over

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CASUALTIES. 


The Abecroorn Disaster—A Fatal Explosion 
— Burned to Death. 


OLymP1ua, W. T., February 9.—The following 
additional particulars are learned in regard to 
the wreck of Abercorn, which oceurred 
near the mouth of the Columbia River Sunday 


night. The weather was foggy, not stormy as 
previously stated. Immediately after strik- 
ing all wentinto the cabin, as the sea was 
breaking badly forward, and while they were 
there the foremast and mainmast broke 
and the deck split. In the afternoon a 
heavy sea broke into the cabin, drowning 
several inmates. The three survivors es- 
caped from the cabin and ascended the rigging 
the mizzen mast. There they saw Pilot 
1 as he came out of the cabin, which 
filled with water. Justashe appeared a 
wave struck him. Hetried to grasp the bar 
of the companion way, but missed it. Just at 
that moment a second wave struck him and 
carried him into the ocean. He kept afloat for 
some time, but kept looking back at the ves- 
se] and swimming parallel with the coast. Soon 
he sank to rise no more. 

One of the survivors says: ‘‘A little later the 
mizzen mast gave away and let us all into the 
sea. As the mast was going I jumped to clear 
the side of the ship and was under water for 
sometime. As I came up the second time I 
saw near mé a plank about thirteen feet long, 
which I seized and steered for shore.’’ 

The next survivor, aman about 25 years of 
age, came ashore with a piece of plank under 
each arm. Both men were in the water about 
halfan hour. A boy who was saved is an or- 
phan, and was one ofthe five boys from the 
training ship, all of whom were making their 
first voyage. He came ashore with two pieces 
of plank and was tne last to reach the shore, 
having been about an hour in the water and 
having drifted two miles up the coast from 
where the others landed. He was unconscious 
when found by white men and Indians. 
The boy says he saw several persons 
in the water after he left the wreck, 
and that he was the last to see the Captain. 
At one time the Captain was within fifteen feet 
of him and told him to hang to his planks and 
not be scared and he would reach the shore all 
right. Then a heavy wave struck them and 
that was the last he saw of the Captain or any 
ofthe ship’screw. Shortly after they reached 
shore a body was seen floating a short distance 
from land, but it sank immediately after being 
sighted. Sixteen bodies were reported found, 
including those of the pilot, Johnson, and the 
Captain, the former having been recognized 
by a note-book found in his pocket, All the 
bodies were found from sixteen to nineteen 
miles up the coast. There are still six bodies 
unheard from. 


Burned to Death. 


READING, Pa., February 9. — Four frame 
dwellings at Kutztown, this county, were total- 
ly destroyed by fire at an early hour this 
morning, and John Hopp and his daugh- 
ter, aged 15, and a son, aged 9 
years, was burned to death. The 
houses were occupied by four families, 
comprising about twenty persons. Mrs. Hopp 
and the occupants of the other houses escaped 
in their nigut clothes, though several were 
severely burned. All of them suffered in- 
tensely from the extreme cold while seeking 
shelter. It is thought that the fire was caused 
by Hopp, who was intoxicated. Loss $6,000. 


A Fatal Explosion. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., February 9.—At noon 
yesterday the steam launch Irene, plying in 
the river betwoen Canal street and the French 
mwnan-of-war, LaMinerve, lying in the river op- 
posite Povdras street, blew out the flue head, 
resulting in William Meade, the engineer, be- 
ing drowned and two boys, aged respectively 
8 and 9 years, scalded fatally. At the time the 
accident occurred she was in the middle of the 
river, opposite Julia street. On board were 
Meade, the engineer, ‘Tony Guillotte, the 
owner, and his two boys.

Scotland Yard possesses a ‘‘museum,’’ 
which is, I believe, u memorial of Mr. Howard 
Vincent’s regime.

But the collection has 
just received a most interesting addition of a 
different kind. Among the effects of Daniel 
Thomas Doherty, the American who was 
sentenced to penal servitude last month, for 
sbooting a companion in a dispute over a 
gambling debt, were found the elaborate 
apparatus of a professional card 
sharper. The articles include a bogus 
roll of notes, a miniature mirror the sizeof a 
sixpence, to enable the player to see the value 
of any card he deals, and half a dozen packs 
of marked cards ina handsome wooden case. 
This case contains a screw which presses the 
packs so closely together that any two cards 
which are slightly roughed with sandpaper 
wili adhere to one another.

JNO. W. CHAMBERLAIN’S STATEMENT ABOUT | 
THE REGISTRATION BOOKS 


After He Had Received His Sentence in the 
United States Court This Morning for 
Election Fraudg—A Strong Petition and 
a Letter From Gis Mother Fails te Save 
Him—The Mother Says Her Sen Was a 
Tool” and That She Will Make His 
Betrayers ‘‘Sweat’’ for Him--Some gen- 
sational Statements, 


The last of the election fraud cases was dis- 
posed of this morning by the sentencing of 
John W. Chamberlain in the United States 
District Court by Judge Thayer, Chamberlain 
was convicted some months ago for 
writing names on the Fourth Ward 
registration book. He was  indieted 
for writing sixty-nine names, and 
admitted having written the most of these, 
but as some were names of fictitious persons 
and others were written with the knowledge 
and consent of the persons owning them, and 
after such persons had performed all the con- 
ditions to registration required by law, all but 
eighteen counts were stricken out before the 
case went to the jury. That authority re- 
turned verdicts of guilty on but eleven of 
those counts. A motion for a new trial was 
made, and on December 29 Judge Thayer 


overruled the motion. Previous to that date 
Chamberlain had found bondsmen who 
secured his release, but after the motion was 
overruled he could not give bond and was 
taken to jail, 

On Monday last he was taken into the Dis- 
trict Court for sentence, but as his attorne 
was absent and the Judge wished to refres 
his memory on the evidence the sentence was 
postponed until this morning. 

A PETITION. 

On his behalf a petition was presented to the 
Judge, signed by Jury-Commissioner James 
L. Carlisle, Deputy Coal-Oil Inspector Mo- 
Garry, . O. Marshall, Circuit-Judge Geo. 
W. Lubke, Recorder Wm. A. Hobbs, Assessor

A LETTER FROM HIS MOTHER.

Sir—I hoje addressing you at

THE PROCEEDINGS IN COURT. 

When the court was opened for business this 
morning at 100’clock, W. OC. Marshall, Cham- 
berlain’s attorney, the latter’s mother, 
brother, wife and child were present. OCham- 
berlain was brought in from jail in charge ofa 
Deputy Marshal. District Attorney Bashaw 
moved for sentence, and Chamberlain was 
called before the bench. Judge 
after briefly stating the case, 

„1 have read the petition presented 
and would accede to the request if 
Ideemed it right and proper to do so, but 
there are features of this case which call for a 
heavier punishment thanafine. In consider- 
ation of the defendant’s previous good char- 
acter andthe factthat Innocent persons de- 
pendant upon him must suffer, I will make the 
punishment as light as possible, in view of the 
facts and the evidence, I Will sen- 
tence you to imprisonment in the City 
Jail for six months and to 
pay afine of $500, which is the maximum fine 
allowed by the statute. The term of impris- 
onment will date from the day the motion for 
a new trial was overruiled.’’ 

A SAD SCENE. 

On that, Chamberlain returned to his seat 
and court was adjourned. His mother and 
wife sat quietly through the scene and did not 
betray by any sign the deep interest they 
felt. Ohamberlain received his sentence 
coolly and seemed rather relieved as he turned 
from the bench when the Judge had finished. 
On the adjournment he was taken to the 
Marshal's office, where he remained until the 
commitment was made out. His wife and 
mother remained with him. Chamberlain and 
his wife are not on goed terms and during the 
time they sat in the Marshal’s office did not 
speak to each other. His mother was very 
talkative. ‘‘My son was made a tool of. 
she said. ‘‘I am the best politician in the 
Fourth Ward and I'll make those people sweat 
for this.’’ 

CHAMBERLAIN TALKS, 

Pressed for the names of those people“ 
who had so abused her son she would say 
nothing. It was said that Chamberlain was 
feeling very sore over the degertion of his 
friends and was willing to talk, He sent a 
message to the District Attorney to that effect 
when he was taken to jail. On being 
given an opportunity to unburden himeelf 
to a PosT-DISPATCH reporter he said: ‘‘I was 
made a tool of. I wasignorant of the law and 
did what others told me to do, but I won’t say 
anything more than this, that Dennis O’Toole 
got me into this. He was the Deputy Re- 
corder in the Fourth Ward, and was indicted 
for the fraudulent registrations in that ward. 
He was conyicted and then went before the 
Grand-jury and told them all he knew 
about me and what I did. He was 
let off with a fine of 8100 on 
execution for that and is now in Chicago. He 
didn’t tell the same story onthe stand ormy 
trial that he dia before the Grand-jury, or 
they would not have indicted me, © testi- 
fied in my favor on the trial. 

„„Was Dennis O'Toole the only man back of 
you in these frauds?’’ 

„He's the only one I'll say anything 
about. 

Obamberlain persisted in keeping still about 

other persons, and apparently had concluded 
to take his medicine quietly,’’ as P. J. Eag- 
an had done. 
I'll tell you this,’’ he said; it they don't 
strike a lot of names off those Fourth Ward 
books there’ll be a lot more fraudulent voting, 
The books are full of names that have no busi- 
ness there. The eleven names on which I was 
convicted, M. Shea, Wm. O'Malley, F. Blase, 
Wm. Onomest, Henry Lundy, J. W. Keeshan, 
F. Roosefelt, V. Lukosky, J. R. Lebert, Wm. 
Bishoff and Alex Dale have no business an 
those books, orI would not have been con- 
victed for writing them, If one ot those men 
attempt to vote III have them indicted. I in- 
tend to watch them. The names I wrote any- 
one could pick out. I made no attempt to 
disguise my hand; but there are other frauds 
there than the names I wrote.’’ 

Chamberlain is a painter. His brother is in 
the same business and unmarried. The 
brother is the only support of their mother, 
Chamberlain’s sentence, dating from Decem- 
ber 29, will expire on June 29, less one month 
for good behavior. He has in consequence 
three months and twenty days to serve.

DAY DANCED ON NOTHING. 


The Condemned Murderer Spends His Last 
Night en Earth Fiddling. 


Utica, N. T., February 9,—Clement Arthur 
Day was executed in the Utica jail at 10:24 a. m. 
The crime for which Day was hanged was the 
murder of his paramour, Johanna Rosa Cross, 
The crime was committed on the banks of the 
Black River Canal] the 9th of last June. Day’s 
father, a lock-tender, wasthe only witness of 
the tragedy. Day was always very jealous of 


his mistress, and feared she would leave him. 
She had tried many times to get his permis- 
sion for her to visit her mother, 
but he always refused, 
that she would never return, 
day before the 2 Rosa received a letter 
from her mother saying she was dying and 
asking the daughter to comeéeto her. Rosa 
wrote areply to the letter and she and Day 
started down the canal toward Boonville 
where they intended to mail it. They had 
one but a short distance when Day turned on 
er and struck her with a butcher-knife. 
She fell and he continued cutting until 
eight distinct cuts were made, one 
of which entered the heart and an- 
other the abdomen. The only witness of 
the stabbing was Day’s father. He was too 
far away to interfere, and on account of old 
age and feebleness was powerless to do any- 
thing. After killing the woman, Day dragged 
the body to the bushes by the roadside. The 
father informed the authorities of the crime, 
and, after spending a day in the woods, the 
murderer gave himselfup. Ininterviews with 
him after his arrest, not a particle of regret 
for what he had done could be drawn 
from him. He pretended to have been con- 
verted and to be penitent, but his conversa- 
tion and instincts were vulgar and beastly to 
the end. The condemned man passed the 
last night of his life on earth without display- 
ing any nervousness. On the contrary he 
seemed to enjoy his violin and sang and 
danced withthe jail officials and others with 
apparent unconcern for his future, until 12:30 
this morning. He then went to bed and slept 
until 6:30.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


A HUSBAND'S DOMESTIO TRIALS RELAT 
IN A DIVORCE PETITION, 


A Case Dismissed fer Want of Prosecution— 
The Nieman Habeas Corpus Proceeding 
With a Story in Twe Courts--Appearance 
of the Mother Before Judge Valliant Te 
Day-—-Cases on Trial and Matters in Liti- 
gation. 


A petition for divorcee has been filed in the 
CireujtiCourt by Thaddeus O. Gray against 
Mattie E. Gray. They resided on Sheridan 
avenue, and were married on the 9th of 
May, 1876. The separation took place in Jan- 
uary of the present year. Mr. Gray alleges 
that bis wife for a long time past has sub- 
jected him to numerous indignities, 
rendering his condition intolerable; that she 
was at all times petulant, quarrelsome and 
fault-finding and resorted to petty annoy- 
ances, treating her husband with coldness and 
indifference. He alleges that she abused him 
without any cause, and that her manner was 
disagreeabie and contemptuous toward him, 
Occasionally she made use of opprobri- 
ous epithets and said that she 
Was ashamed of him, that he 


was in his dotage and so forth. More than 
once she told him to get up and leave the 
house. She endeavored in every way to hu- 
miliate her husband in the presence of others 
and disregarded ali his wishes. One day she 
became violent and attempted to strike him 
With a poker. She stated that there was an 
object in treating him with contempt. There 
were two children born of the marriage, Eva 
and Maude. 


A Case in Tue Courts. 


The Nieman hadeas corpus case was called 
up this morning in Judge Valliant’s court. 
This is an application by the- father, Herman 
Nieman, to recover two little girls, Antoinette 


and Loretta, who have been under the care of 
the mother, and until recently resided at 
209 North Fifteenth street. The father and the 
mother separated some time since. The 
were married in 1875 and separated in April, 
1883, the husband alleging that his domestic 
peace had been broken M the admission of 
one Burton Knapp into the family. He left 
his children, however, in the care of the 
mother until he became convinced that they 
were surrounded by improper influences, and 
he has latterly made every effort to get 
possession of the girls and provide for them in 
a suitable manner, but he had been resisted at 
every step. He further complained that the 
mother of the children had squandered all 
the money left to them upon the death 
of his mother and that the eldest 
girl had been advertised as a me- 
dium, greatly to his distress and 
annoyance. It appeared, however, that he 
had been prosecuted in the Court of Criminal 
Correction for abandonment and the case is 
still pending. 

There are other charges and counter-charges 
between the husband and the wife, and it 
is expected that a very unsavory family 
history will be developed in both the 
Circuit Court and the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection when the cases are reached.

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LOST IN A BLIZZARD. 


Some Terrible Details of the January Cold 
in the Northwest. 

Eugene Hunt of the Southern Hotel has a 
brother living at Manderson, Neb., of whom 
he may well be proud. Mr. W. H. Hunt, who 
has a large farm in the Myra Valley, near 
the town of Manderson, was notified one 
day in the latter part of January, 
during the prevalence of a deres 
blizzard, that two young boys had 
stra from a neighbor’s house and ring 

ng at full 
Both were 


his youthful 
c proceeded to return to the 
house, but soon found that walking 
before the wind, and facinga blinding snow- 
storm with the thermometer far below zera 
were two very different things, The keen 
wind blew the snow so strongly against tue 
faces of the wayfarers that it was impossible 
for them to see more than a fewteet before 
them, Progress was necessarily very slow, 
and before they had advanced farthe tracks, 
which were their . guide. ad en- 
tirely disappeared. Realizing the 
endeavoring to nd a 

under these circuggstances, 

off boldly towa the town, which was two 
miles distant, knowing that although the 
distance was much greater there was no 
chance of missing their goal. But the cold was 
intense, and the boys began to flag and fi- 
nally one gave up altogether and lay down in 
the snow. Determined not to abandon his 
charge Mr. Hunt dragged him ‘along 
for some distance, and at length suc 
ceeded in partially arousing him from 
the stupor into which he had 
fallen. After great exertions the town was at 
last reached, and the nearly frozen travelers 
found shelter, All were much exhausted, and 
none could have gone much farther, but 
fortunately none were badly frozen. The 
conduct of Mr. Hunt was much praised by all 
to whom the circumstances were known, as 
his escape from death, to the danger of which 
he had voluntarily exposed himself, was very 
narrow. 


THE JANUARY BLIZZARD. 

In writing of the January blizzard, Mr. Hunt 
says that he had gone from his house to the 
well, some forty yards distant, when thestorm 
came down. In less than a minute the air was 
so filled with the flying snow that objects three 
feet distant could not be distinguished, and in 
endeavoring to return to the house, he wan- 
dered nearly a mile from his track, and with 
difficulty made his way bome. Mr. Hunt states 
that the number of people permanently 
crippled by exposure to the storms is ver 
large and that a fine field for charitable effo 
is opened, as most of these men are without 
means and are now incapable of work. The 
sod houses, in which nearly ail of the farmers 
live, no other material being P avail- 
able, have been foun to be most admi- 
rably adapted to the severities of 
the winter climate, as the walls, from 
two to three feet thick, keep out 
the cold far better than wood, or even brick, 
and enable an even temperature to be pre- 
served in the most extreme weather. The 
clapboard roofs become covered with snow, 
and no matter how low the mercury may de- 
scend the interior of these primitive dwellings 
is always warm and comfortabie, the sod and 
the snow’preventing the egress of beat, 


IT DREW A CROWD, 


The Largest Iron Casting Ever Turned Out 
in St. Louis. 


The shops of the Fulton Iron-works at 
Second and Carr streets were yesterday be- 
sieged by curious throngs @nxious for a sight 
of the largest iron casting that has ever been 
turned out in St. Louis. The casting is the 
walking-beam for high-service engine No. 5, 
to be placed in position at Bissell’s Point, and 
for which the Fulton Company has a contract 
with the city, the entire cost not to exceed 
$182,000. Three of the engines now doing 


service at the Point each have walking-beams 
of like magnitude with that just com- 
pleted, one of them having been cast 
in Baltimore and the other two at 
the Knapp and Fort Pitt works in N 
but the Fulton people's beam exceeds in 
size anything in the way of cast iron ever 
turned out in this part of the country. Its 
weight is 60,000 pounds or thirty tons, and 
though not regarded in the light of a marvel 
by engineers is well worth seeing. 
THE INITIAL PREPARATIONS 
for its casting date back to about a year ago, 
while the time actually consumed in its com- 
pletion will foot up about two months. The 
mere pouring of the molten metal occupied 
but a brief period, this being accomplished in 
something like seven minutes yesterday. The 
flask or box had been fllled with mold- 
ing sand, baked to the requisite consistency 
and formation, and then the red-hot metal was 
poured in and the casting completed. It will 
take the great mass about two weeks to cool, 
this process being dealt with gingerly, as 
should too much of the beam be exposed to 
the action of the air at one time it would be 
subject to R strains. After its re- 
moval from the mold the beam will receive the 
finishing touches, the hub being bored out and 
the ornamental work put in shape. It will 
then be sent to the Point and hoisted in posi- 
tion through the medium of powerful steam 
cranes, 
THE BEAM 

resembling in every particular those in use 
on the New York ferry boats. The casting has 
cost the Fulton Company from 5 cents tos 
cents per pound. The works are credited with 
having turned out in former years single 
pieces of metal weighing as much as 50,000 
pounds, but the record has now been broken. 


THE SPRING TRADE, 


Geod Indications That It Will Boom in All 
Directions. 


Judging by the number of commercial tray- 
elers registered at the hotels the spring trade 
will be far larger than usual. Inquiry among 
the repres@ntatives of various New York and 
Boston houses developed the fact that the 
demand for goods of all descriptions through- 
out the West and Southwest has 
been fully 40 per cent in excess 


of that of last year, and that the spring sales 
would be unprecedently large. ‘‘Most of our 
large Eastern wholesale bouses have added to 
their force of traveling men, said a gentle- 
man representing a large New York dry-goods 
firm, and I learn that the same has been the 
case in other manufacturing cities, The 
greatest increase in purchasers is prob- 
ably to be met with in Northern 
Texas, although Kansas is not far behind, and 
Arkansas and Oolorado show a nearly equal 
proportionate increase. A Chicago commer- 
cial traveler tells me that in Nebraska, Iowa, 
Minnesota, and Dakota, the increase in busi- 
ness has been immense, and that the demand 
for goods in Minnesota, Dakota. and Montana, 
has been so great that several Chicago houses 
intend establishing branches at St. Paul and 
probably at other points farther west, to re- 
tain control of this trade. All things consid- 
ered, the outlook for the spring trade is 
brighter than it ever was before, and the man- 
ner in which goods are ordered indicates a 
most prosperous condition among the citizens 
of the entire West.

notes of the robin or some other member of 
e thrush tribe peculiarto Peru. The closed 
of this double vase is modeled into arep- 

tion of a bird’s head, which is thrush- 


ater vase in the same collection, 
representing a llama, imitatesthe disgusting 
it which this animal possesses of — 
ite saliva when enraged. The hissing soun 
which accompanies this action is admirably 
imitated. A black tube of earthenware, orna- 
mented with a grotesque head in low relief, to 
which short arms are attached, pressing a 
three-tube syrinx to its lips (Clay collection), 
deserves special mention, as it suggests the 
evolution of this instrument from a single tube 
to more complicated forms. 

Peruvian woven tissues, often dyed in bril- 
liant hues, are unsurpassed by the textile 
productions of any other ancient American 
people. Their jewelry of gold and silver is re- 
markable. Statuettes inthe precious metals 
are even more wonderful; they represent 
monkeys, birds with their feathers, fish with 
scales, etc., modelled in relief or intaglio. 
Human figures were also cast in precious met- 
als, the artists even attempting groups. Beads 
were made of gold, silver, glass and earthen- 
ware. Wood was used to furnish objects in 
daily use, and an example may be seenin the 
beautifully ornamented combs that are some- 
times found placed beside the dead in the hua- 


cas. 

It is yet to be shown that the ancient Peru- 
vians possessed a system of coinage or of re- 
pose ae their ideas by asystem of writing, 
either hieroglyphic or phonetic. It is supposed 
that some system of communicating ideas and 
recording events existed by means of lupos or 
strings of varying length, on which were 
knotted a certain number of threads. The Inca 
was thus enabled to transmit his orders by 
messengers over all the roads starting from 
the capital at Cuzco. Relays of runners were 
stationed all along the imperial highways at 
distances rarely exceeding five miles, and in 
this way orders were forwarded to all points in 
the kingdom with great rapidity.

A NEW ONE. 


The Strange Disease Causing Great Mor- 
tality Among Horses. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, February 9.—A disease re- 
sembling diphtheria, which broke out among 
the horses in this city about a month ago, is 
keeping the veterinary surgeons very busy. 
Its in the nature of an epidemic and there is 
probably no large stable in town that hasn't 
two or mere cases of it. It invariably proves 
fatal unless treated heroically in its incipient 


stages. Scores of animals have died from it 
an other are dying every day. 
The most sufferers have been truckmen, 
whoown only one or two horses and have 
but poor accommodations for them. B. Gray, 
who has fifteen horses in his boarding stables 
in Center street, has eleven horses recovering 
from it and has others down withit. One ata- 
ble up-town has over twenty cases. Mr. Gray’s 
stable is well drained and ventilated and he 
has had the assistance of a good surgeon in 
oe the disease. None of his horses have 

e — 

The first symptom of the disease, Mr. Gray 
says, isfthe refusal of the horse to eat. It be- 
comes listless, its ears drop and it loses all in- 
terest in lite. Matter exudes from its ears, 
which gradually close. Its head and neck 
swell and when it breathes there is a 
rattling in its throat. If the disease is 
not immediately checked the horse falls 
in his stall from exhaustion and dies. The 
first remedy applied in ail stables is a mustard 

laster over the throat, and if the disease has 
one that far, over the lungs. The throat is 

hen syringed with a mixture of milk, whisky, 
eggs and flaxseod, and the horse subsequently 
is induced to drink the same mixture. This, 
when doneintime, will, if the horse is kept 
in a well-ventilated stable out of draughts, 
surely bring it back to health. The disease 
sometimes attacks nearly all the horses in a 
stable, but never all at once. A dozen may 
get sick and just as they are getting better an- 
other dozen may be affected. Mr. Gray says 
the disease is a new one.

New YORK, February 9.—After an hour’s 
discussion De Oro and Malone resumed the 
play in the sixteenth game of the continuous 
pool tournament in Brooklyn.

A 
crowd filled the room at 10:25 when Maurice 
Daly announced that Champion De Oro and 
ex-Champion Frey would play the eighteenth 
game ofthe tournament. Frey opened the 
pyramid and pocketed 13 out of the first frame, 
He added 19 more to his string in the two fol- 
lowing frames, making his score 32, against 12 
for Frey.
